Harmonious Caucus and Han Passed Away Suddenly Friday 
From Madison Count./ Received ! riornlng of Heart Failure— 



Sixty-Two Votrs 



Frankfort, Ky., Jan. v.— Ex Gov. 
J .line* B. McCreary received the 
I/miwv. i .« i ii in in u« uuuj illation for 
(Joited States Senator by\ vote of 
b2 to 37 to-night. This nomination 
is practically equivalent to an 
election. 

The vote was 62 for McCreary 
and 37 lor Cantnll, there being 
ninety-nine in the caucus. Mr. 
McCreary to-night expressed spe- 
cial gratification that not a man 
who bad pledged his vote had gone 
back upon him when the test came, 
and Judge Cautrill has reason to 
feel proud oi the handsome compli- 
ment paid him. 

For forty years Mr. McCreary 
has been promiuent in Kentucky. 
He first came into notice in 1862, 
when he assisted iu raising the 
Eleventh Kentucky Cavalry for the 
Confederate At my. In this regi- 
ment he subsequently became 
Lieutenant-Colonel, a rank he held 
at the close of war. He served 
with distinction in the Army of the 
Tennessee under Gens. Morgan and 
Bragg, and under Breckinridge in 
Virginia, and surrendered with his 
regiment at Appomattox. 

He entered politics, in I860, be- 
ing chosen to represent Madison 
County in the Kentucky Legisla 
ture. In 1875 he was elected Gov- 
ernor oo toe Democratic ticket. 
After retiring from the executive 
office he went to the Forty-ninth 
Congress, and was reelected to the 
Fiftieth, Filty first, Fifty-second, 
Fifty-third, and Fifty-fourth Con- 
gresses. For twelve years he was 
a member of the House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs. 

Mr. McCreary was appointed by 
the President of the United States 
one of the five Commissioners to rep- 
resent the United States at the 
International Monetary Conference 
in 1891. In the conference he dis- 
tinguished himself as an advocate 
of bimetallism. 



Funeral Sunday. 



Di . James Rodman, for many 
years Hopkinsville's foremost 
physician and most prominent cit 
i/en, died very suddenly of heart 
failure at 1:50 o'clock Friday 
morning, at bis home on South 
Main street.

His only son. Rev. Thomas Rod- 
man, who is a student in the Bap- 
tist Theological Semminary at 
Louisville, and his daughter, Mrs. 
W. H. H. Southerland, of Washing- 
ton, arrived as soon as possible 
and were present at the funeral 
services Suuday. His wife died 
Dec. 20, 1894. 

Dr. Rodman was a member of 
the distinguished Bluegrass family 
of that name. He was born in 
Henry county, Ky , March 6, 1829. 
After receiving a classical educa- 
tion, he read medicine with his 
brother, Dr. Hugh Rodman, of 
Frankfort, and graduated from the 
medical department of the Louis- 
ville University. Soon thereafter 
he came to Mopkmsville and prac- 
ticed medicine three years. Later 
be returned to Henry county and 
thence went to Frankfurt, wherein 
1860 he erected the lirst building 
for the Feeble Minded Institute, lu 
1863 he was made Superintendent 
of the recently rebuilt Western 
Asylum, being elected by the com- 
missioners. He held this position 
uninterruptedly for 26 years, re- 
fusing another reappointment in 
188'). Durirlg all that time he made 
the asylum a model institution of 
Us kind. It was uever disturbed 
by troubles of any kind, but his re- 
markable executive ability and 
pur'ty of character, gave to the 
asylum a higher standing for erli- 
cieucy than ha» ever been enjoyed 
by any other similar institution in 
the St ate. It fact lew if any asy- 
lums anywhere have ever been 
mure wisely, prudently and fattb<

The Creek negroes have never 
progressed above their fathers who 
were r.laves. except that they are 
well enough educated to care for 
their lands and money without be 
ing cheated out of a goodly portion 
of it. They have a social stit all 
their own, to which not evea the 
Indians are invited. Their charac- 
teristics are in a great measure 
vastly different from the negro of 
the South or the negro o f the North. 
It is a mixture of both, with addi- 
tional peculiarities. 

Like the Indian, these negroes 
have their dances in the open, 
which have come to be a sort of re- 
ligion with them. And following in 
the footsteps of the Southern negro, 
they have barbecues, 'Possum 
hunts and the like. As a northern 
type of the negro they are more in- 
dustrious and independent of the 
whites, know bow to work hard and 
save their money, and, like the 
type from the city, are well dressed 
—that is gaudily, but at the same 
time wearing expensive clothes.

In some cases animals 
will die in a few hours after they 
are first noticed ailing. Most of 
them die within a few days; a few 
live a week, rarely longer. In a 
few cases the spinal cord is dis- 
eased, while the brain remains 
nearly normal. In these cases 
there is inability to control the mus- 
cles, or the animal may be usually 
sensitive, the least irritation of the 
skin, even by touching the animal, 
often causing it to kick violently. 
Where the spinal cord only is af- 
fected the animal frequently re- 
covers. Laxative food should be 
given, and iodide of potash in one- 
drachm doses dissolved in water 
can be given once daily for three or 
four days. 

Mules are rarely affected by this 
disease. ' 

TREATMENT. Practically all 
cases, where the brain is the seat 
of the disease, die, and all methods 
of treatment so far have proven of 
no value.

It 
is a common sight to see a 500-acre 
tract of rich land in the Canadian 
bottoms being tilled by a white man, 
the negro owner was shooting craps 
or enjoying himself eating turkey 
and 'possum in a neighboring village 

Each Creek negro will come into 
undisputed posseosion of 500 acres 
of land when the Dawes Commission 
haa alloted their lands pro rata to 
them some time during the coming 
summer. Upon dissolution of the 
Creek Government the negroes will 
likewise share equally with the In- 
dians in the distribution of several 
million dollars of trust funds.

Receipts. 



Promrnent financial interests are 
organizing in New York anewtrnst 
company which will operate along 
entirely novel lines and in a field 
at present worked by no other sim- 
ilar institution. The company will 
be known as tde Tru6t Company of 
the Republic. Its purpose will be 
to loan money to farmers through- 
ought the country on warehouse re- 
ceipts as security, and when Us 
own resources will not permit of 
such loans to become a headquar- 
ters for tbe negotiating of paper ot 
that character. 

It was stated by one of the finan- 
ciers interested in the scbeme that 
farmers and producers of raw ma- 
terial in many parts of the country 
to-day were compelled to pay as 
much as 20 or 25 per cent, interesj 
on money borrowed. This forced 
them, especially in the matter of 
cotton, to rush their product to the 
market and to sell it at a disadvan- 
tage in order to be able to liquidate 
their loans. 

Looking forward to the ultimate 
formation of the Trust Company of 
the Republic, about two months ago 
the Security WarehousingCotnpany 
of New York was organized, and 
has already leased several ware- 
house^ in (be cotton producing dis- 
trict. Tbia company, which has 
total assets already of More thad 
$1,500,000, proposes to build ware- 
houses all over the United States, 
and to receive raw materials and 
to issue receipts for them. 

The warehouse company is back- 
ed by the same interests, in part, 
which will be represented in tbe 
trust compajy. Alexander Greig 
is president of iftt warehouse com 
pany. Thomas V. Goodrich is vke 
president, and among tbe directors 
and stockholders are Anthony N. 
Brady, D. Leroy Dresser, M. Tay- 
lor Pyne, J. Edward Simmons, 
Frederick B. Schenck, Leslie D. 
Ward, Glen Wright. Emerson Mc 
Millen, and S. R. Bertron. 

It is planned that the receipts is- 
sued by the warehousing company 
shall be registered and guaranteed. 
The tanner holding them will then 
be in a position to obtain a loan 
from the new trust company at the 
prevailing rate of interest in New 
York, instead of at the ruinous rate 
he i* now compelled to pay. 

The capital stock of the new trust 
company is to be $1,000,000, with 
$500,001) as a surplus. It will have 
two offices, one in the heart ot the 
Wall street district, and another in 
the heart of the mercantile district, 
between Worth and Grand streets.

eter. In the center is a hole large 
enough to admit the bit. On the in- 
ner side of the burr are bunches of 
bristles, which protrude a quarter of 
an inch. The burr is slipped on the 
bit and the bristles rub against the 
side of the horse's mouth when the 
line is pulled taut. The burr is uied 
legitimately for correcting a "one- 
line puller," as a horse which pulls to 
one side is called. 

Bristles is the usual material used 
for studding the burr, although it is 
charged that some horse owners use 
tacks, with the sharp point filed off. 
Both kinds of the burr are said to 
have been removed from the New 
York horses. 

"I do not thing bit burrs are used in 
Chicago for anything other than cor- 
recting the habit of some horses to 
pull to one side," said the manager 
of Studehaker Bros.' Maunfacturlng 
company. "The burrs are kepi in 
stock for that purpose, and I do not 
believe any of the New York people 
used them for the purpose of making 
their horses hoJU. up their heads. It 
is effective for the* purpose for which 
it is intended, but it is not such an 
awful instrument." <* *M?*iMfl!4 

"I am surprised to hear the Nctf 
York report, and I do not believe Com- 
modore Elbridge T. Gerry had burrs 
on his horses," said President John 
G. Shortall, of the Chicago So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals. "I have never 
heard of such cases of cruelty in 
Chicago, end would be pleased to be 
furnished with evidence against any 
one here who resorts to burrs to make 
his horses appear stylish. A burr is 
a cruel thing to attach to a horse's 
bit."
